shall be opened at six o’clock in the morning,
and shall be closed at seven o’clock in the even-
ing of the same day. The polls of the elections
held in other cities, and in towns and villages,
on the Tuesday next succeeding the first Mon-
day in November, shall be opened at nine o’clock
in the forenoon, or as soon thereafter as may be,
and shall be closed at sundown; provided, that
the common council of any city containing less
than five thousand inhabitants or the town
board of any town may, by resolution, adopted
and published in some newspaper in such city
or town, or in case there be no newspaper pub-
lished in such city or town, then in some news-
paper published in the county in which such
city or town is located, at least ten days before
election, fix an earlier hour for the opening of
the polls in such city or town, not earlier than
sunrise. The inspectors of election shall cause
public proclamation to be made at the opening
and closing of the polls.
